SRA Case Load 
Off 18 Pet. 


March Figures Show 6/7 
On Rolls This Year As 
Against 82 Year Before 


The number of cases dependent | 
on the SRA in El] Dorado county on | 
March 31 was just over four-fifths 
the number on the roll on March 
31, 1940, according to a study of the 
case load of the SRA in California | 
counties at the close of each month 
during the past year, made public 
today by California Taxpayers’ as- 
sociation. On March 31, 1941, the 
SRA case load in the county was 
67 which is 82 per cent of the 82 
cases receiving state relief to un-| 
employed employables in the coun- 
ty on the same date one year be- 
fore. 

Over the state as a whole, the 
case load of the SRA on March 31, 
1941, was less than half its size a 
year before, the association found. 
On March 31, 1941, the state load 
was 42, 625, which was 44 per cent 
of the 96,-43 case load for the same 
date in 1940. 

Comparing the number of per- 
sons receiving relief during March) 
of each year, the association found; 
that in 1941 less than half as many | 
persons were dependent on the 
SRA as in March of 1940—the num- 
bers being 174,007 for 1941 and 366,- 
472 for 1940. A case, the association 
explained, may be one or several, 
persons making up a family, and 
may receive aid for all or part of 
a month.

| California Can Help Her Mining Industry | 
| And National Defense Program With Known 
Holdings Of Strategic Minerals, Says Report 


fornia can help her mining indus- 
try and the national defense pro- 
| gram by development of low-grade

This is the view taken by the Na- 
_ tonal Resources planning Board, 
| whose report is now pending before! 
; Congress. 

California has the nation’s larg- 
est chromite deposits and extensive 
deposits of manganese ore, the re- 
port points out. Other deficiency 
minerals imported from foreign: 
countries antimony, vanadium | 
ores, molybdenum, graphite, talc 
and barite—are also found in this | 
region. 

Emphasizing that “as high-grade 
ores become exhausted, development 
of lower grade deposits will become 
increasingly important for main- 
tenance of the mining industry,” 
the Board advocates the following 
program:

FFENSIE 
IN CRETE 


Infantry Opens Attack 
Aided By Small Tanks 
Landed By Airplane

German forces, aided by tanks 
landed from the air, took the of- 
fensive in Crete today but the Brit- 
ish still appeared to be fighting on 
fairly even terms. 

The German offensive action was 
| centered in western Crete where the 
| Nazis hold a strong base at Malemi 

airdrome from which the British 
have been unable to dislodge them 
‘ despite artillery fire. 

Authorized Nazi sources said that 
Grand Admiral Erich Raeder had 
laid “all the cards on the table” in 
a statement in which he said Ger- 
many will regard U. S. convoys to 
Britain “open warlike action” and 
will retaliate in kind. 

On the second important middle 
eastern front—Iraq—British reports 
indicated that the Pro-Nazi regime 
of Premier Raschid Ali Al-Gailani 
may be crumbling under the blows 
of British bombing planes and me- 
chanized land forces. 

London revealed that the Ger- 
mans have provided some tanks for 
their air invaders of Crete. The 
tanks are thought to be small af- 
fairs, presumably landed by plane. 
There was no report that they had 
yet seen action. 

| The Germans clung stubbornly to 
their major foothold at Malemi 
airdrome despite almost constant 
artillery fire from British batteries 


_ which ringed the airdrome. At Can- 


dia and Retimo smaller Nazi de- 
tachments still fought the British.

Slaughter sup- 
plies of hogs during the remainder 
of the marketing season are expect- 
ed to be from 12 to 15 per cent 
Smaller than a year earlier. 

Slaughter of cattle and calves 
this year probably will be about five 
per cent larger than last year. Much 
of the increase is expected to be 
grain-fed cattle. 

Watch out for large marketings 
of early lambs and grass-fat year- 
lings in May and June. Wet weath- 
er has delayed marketing, but con- 
ditions generally have been excep- 
tionally favorable for the early 
lamb crop.
